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REASONS humbly offer d for Con- 


firming the Sales 


made by the late 


Truſtees, of the Forfeited Eftates, and 
other Intereſts in Ireland. 


T is admitted that the Truſkges had Juriſ- 
diction, 

1. To hear and determine all Claims 

. upon forfeited Eſtates, and that their 

Determination thereon ſhould be fina]. 

2, That they ſhould afterwards fell the ſame 
Eſtates, ſubje& to ſuch Claims allow'd ; 
and that the Purchaſers ſhould hold againſt 
all Perſons, except ſuch Claimants. 

Notwithſtanding this Admiſſion, it is faid, 

1. That any Perſon is now at liberty to brin 
Eje&tments againſt the Purchaſers: A 
to ſay, That the Eſtate fo fold was not 
forfeited, and thereupon put the Purcha- 
ſer to prove the Title of the forfeiring 
Perſon. For ſay they, The Juriſdition 
of the Truſtees was reſtrain'd to for- 
feited Eſtates. Ergo, If the Eſtate was 
not forfeited, they had no Juriſdiction. 


This ſounds like Law, but ends in a Fallacy. 

For to every Juriſdiction theſe Powers are 1n- 

[dent : 

G - A Power to do Right, and this is expreſs'd 
in their Commiſſions, Q#od faciant ſecun- 
dum Legem & Conſuetudinem. 

2. A Power to diſtinguiſh between Right 
and Wrong; and this is not expreſs'd, 
but intended : without which they could 
not determine. | 

A Power to do Wrong (by miſtaking of 

the Right) and this is neither expreſs'd 
nor intended, but is the neceſſary Con- 
ſequence of the two former. Shew me a 
Power to do Right, and I'l ſhew you a 
Power to do Wrong. 

And whoever is injur'd 7 this Xiftake, is 
concluded by it, till he hath appeal'd 
from -1t. 


Now as to the Juriſdiftion of the Truſtees, 

the expreſs'd Powet given to them was : 

1. To find out and fell forfeited Eſtates. 

2. But in order to that, they had an in- 
tended Power to diſtinguiſh forferted from 
not forfeited. 

3. And by conſequence they had a Power 
to do wrong, by miſtaking not forfeited 
for forfeited. | 

Which Power is neither more reſtrain'd nor 

' more enlarg'd, than the Powers of all other 
JurifdiRions are z and therefore their Ju- 
riſdition was no Monſter. 


Now ſuppoſing them to have done ſome 
IWrongs by miſtake 5 Humanum eft errare. 

Shall the injar'd Perſons be admitted to re- 
ſort to another Judicature, to try this Right or 
Wrong over again ? | 

I, This is an Elufion of the whole AR, which 
gives no Appeal. 

2, It tends to the Diſhonour of the Legiſ- 
lature, who have made the A a general 
Warranty to the Purchaſers. 

3- It puts the Purchaſers evicted to reſort 
to the os eg for their Purchaſe- 
Mony, with a Bill of Coſts and Charges 
at the end of it : which, if refus'd,' gives 
a blow to the publick Credit ; 

If granted, opens a Gap for defrauding the 
publick Treaſure, to anſwer Evictions, 
which may be had by Colluſion. 


Therefore for the Honour of the Legiſlature, 
and the Preſervation of the publick Credit 


and Treaſure, it ſeems highly reaſonable, That 
theſÞ Sales ſhould be declar'd to itand con- 


firm'd, 
Andin doing this, the Legiſlature maintains 
the Maxim of the Law : To ſuffer private 


Injurys, rather than a publick Inconve- 
nience. | 


And yet -theſe injur'd Perſons are not with- 
out remedy, having ſtill an Appeal to the Le- 
giſlature, who are daily giving Relief to Com- 
plainants (from Ireland) in” pity : Snre then ! 
they will not refuſe Demandants of Juſtice 
from thence. ; 

Nor is this Appeal to the T eviſlature fo in- 
acceſſible, as to run thro the whole Jadi- 
cature : As, 

I. A ſpecial Verdict on a Tryal in the pro- 

per County. 

2. Arguing that Verdi& four Terms in the 
four Courts at Dublin, 

3. Removing their Judgment into Weftmin- 
fter-Hall, and arguing it there three or 
four Terms more. 

4. Removing their Judgment into the Houſe 
of Peers. 


All this hath been done in the firſt Inſtance 
of this (pretended) Injury. In which the Pur- 
chaſer inſiſted on the AR as a Bar, without 
ſhewing the Title of the forfeiting Perſon. 
But it was adjudg'd againſt him,
